The trade pert hat three main lequii'ements. 
The first ia that fitc ratio between home-made 
and imported cars as established in the car 

year must be maintained and the ranjre cars avail* 
aMe must not be reduced. 

The second point is that the Canadian content or 
added \ahie must be maintained at the dollar value 
k\al of the base year—60 per cent for passenjter cars 
and 40 per cent for trucks. 

The third point is that the Canadian gowrnment 
requirea that the Canadian automoMIe construction be 
increased by 30 per cent oovr current le%v!s In addi¬ 
tion to the normal grerndh the industry. 

Under these certain conditions a state of free 
trade will exist between Canada and the U.S. in the 
auto induB^. It appears that Canada will be given 
a number of ntodeU to manufacture not rmly for the 
home but alM the U.S. market while other lines will 
be completely made in the U.S. and imported free of 
duty into Canada. 

In order to keep the balance inquired by the trade 
pact it will also be essential for the iJ.S. industry to 
purchase many of Itt parts from Canadian manu¬ 
facturers. 

As the moi'e important of these spare part firms 
—Ontario Steel Products. HayM Steel Products and 
Kelsey Wheel—are, like the auto making Rnns them- 
seivea, ail aecurely controlled by U.S. parent com- 
paniaa. It does not appear that the U.S. had a great 
deal to lose in sifpiing the deal. 

At the same time the Canadian government hopes 
that the auto industry in Ontario will be expanded con¬ 
siderably. and that the increased employment and of 
course the attached wages, will be valuable even If the 
extra profits in the end go to the U.S. firms. 

On the other hand the Canadian automobile in¬ 
dustry will have less and lew Independence—If it ever 
had any—umler the new deal, and inevitably the 
‘‘made in Canada” label will be restricted to s smaller 
number of models. 

If the price of dmnestic cars Is not reduced, and 
the pact raises the price of oversea.x-made small cars, 
then the value of the trade pact to the golden west 
may be questionable.
